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PREFACE 

Time was whea the practicing Journalist's reference library con- 
tltted of a dictionary and a dty directory, but that aca Is history. 
The scope of fhe newspaper lias Increased to such an extent that nowa* 

days nearly any book that bprirs on any phase of Imman activity Is 
fair game for the master of the "morgue." When it is remembered 
that single Issues of single newspapers contain something of all men's 
biurinflBB— 'from fashions through sport to aittroiioniy-^o need for 
ready reference facts becoanes at once apparent. No one brain, how- 
ever capable, can know the business of all men so well as they know 
it themselves. To report Inaccurately, even in details, exposes the 
newspaper to the criticism of some expert — ^and there is too much 
criticism of the newspapers as it is. The Journalist must have a 
reference library, first of all; he needs It In his buMness; the library 
for reading must take second place. 

This bulletin. In the section entitled Reference Books, aims to 
suggest a few references that come within the realm of essentials. 
The list is meant to be suggestive, not exhaustive. On the whole, 
It U bdlered to be fairly representative and to cover most of the 
commoner branches of knowledge^ In addition to the Tcrtnmes herein 
listed* the journalist's library should include, of course, a city directory 
or two, the handbooks of his state on Industry, administration and 
the like, a select list of periodicals and enough newspapers to keep 
his knowledge complete and down to the precise minute. 

In addition to knowing something of aU men's Intslnese, the 
Journalist most know a great deal about his own. This bulletin. In the 
section on Books for Reading, gives a list of inspirational and 
practical readings for the newspaper man. These books are not to 
be scauned In the stress and hurry of the office, as the reference books 
well may be; these are material for the mind to dwell on, for the 
most part, and must be read slowly. If at all, and with Intention. 
They aim to present facts and figures about Journalism. 

The literature of journalism is growine: The profession is alive, 
and Its record cannot be complete; no colh ctiou of books can hope 
to include all. For this reason, if lor uo other, is appended the list 
Of Further Readings. It might be extended a dosen tSmoB. 

Let It be remembered that not one of these lists makes any pretense 
toward being complete The scope of this bulletin does not permit 
completeness, for one thing, and then again the bewildering number 
of books in this world forces the compiler to wonder where to stop. 
The best Ust can be only a suggestion.

THB CENTURY DIOTIONART AND C7CLOPHDIA 

— Edited by wnilam D. Whitney; revised by Benjamin E. Smith. 
"With a now atlas of the world. RevlBed and enlarged edition." This 
work consists of twelve volumee, ten devoted to the dictionary, one to 
tbe cyclopedia Of ntam and one tx> the atlas. It to, first of all, an 
American dicttonaiy, "wltli rather brief bat oomprdienilTe definittoos, 
fairly well Illustrated. Tlie type, large for a dictionary, is set three 
columns to the page, not separated by rules. Many technical and pro- 
fessional terms are defined. Volume XI, besidps its lists of names, 
has some good chronological tables, historical and literary dates. 
Volume XII gives tbe maps firstp followed Taj the geographkail names 
arranged slphabettcally. (The Centmy Company, New York; 1911; 
twelve volumes, of about 700 pages each; tan (flotli; much larger than 
textbook; illustrated; $76 to |1^) 

NBW BTANDARD DICTIONARY OF THE ENGLISH LANOUAGB 

— No author or editor given, prepared by "more than 380 sre- 
cialists," with I. K. Punk in charge. This work has thirty-eight color 
plates and half-tone pages, from one to six line cuts to the page, two full 
pages of really explanatory half-tones on autc»noblle)^ 2,757 pages of 
d^nltlons and an appeudlx of dtoputed pronuuelatknis, rules for the 
simplification of spelling, glossary of foreign words and statistics of 
population — all complete in one large volume. The type Is clear and is 
set three columns to the page, with no rules. This up-to-the-minute 
book also saves some space by omitting much of the usual preface. 
(Funk * WagnaUs Company, New York and London; 1918; 9^00 pages: 
brown leather; much larger tiian textbook, about six inches thidc;

WBBSTBR'S NEW INTERNATIONAL DICTIONARY 

— No author or editor given. In place of the usual one bulky 
volume, this work is divided into two volumes, making it easier to 
handle. The preface is an explanation of the iiiethods and purposes, 
with a history of the English language and the like. There is the 
usual appendix, plus pictorial illustrations. Bii^t colored plates are 
grouped in the front of the book, and three others are sprinkled among 
the definitions. The definitions in thv main part of the dictionary, 
set three ruled columns to the page, are fairly brief, with many 
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uronaijttm and scnne good lists of oompoundfl. Thu lowMt flfUi of 

each page Is ruled off and devoted to odd, unusual and obsolete words.

MURRAY'S NEW ENGl^iSH DICTIONARY 

— Bditad by James A. H. Uurray. '*The Oxford dteUfloaiy. A 
new dictionary on Ustorlcal principles, founded mainly on matolalB 

collected by the Philological Society." The main point of this work 

is Its hlRtorical sipnifloancp, its emphasis upon the derivations of 
the words defined. There are no illustrations. Begun in 1888, the 
publication is issued periodically in small sections, one of the more 
recent being "Sq- to SubterraneoiM/' irtth tbe date of January 1* 191S. 
The fairly large type is set three ruled c<dumn8 to the page. (The 
Clarendon Press.

quotations. It covers terms of archeology, architecture, art, assaying, 
astronomy, bookbinding and the like. No medical or anatomical term 
is included. The wording is clear and exact. The type is set two 
columns to the page. (Qresbam Publishing Company, London; 1906; 
876 pages; green clotb, black leather back; larger than t»tbook; 
mustrated; |6.) 

unolish synonyms and antonyms 

— By James C. Femald. "With notes on the correct use of prepo- 
sitions." This book is meant "as a companion for the study and as a 
textbook for the use of schoois." It takes the words up alphabetically — 
as Abandon, Abase, Abash— giving a page or half a page to each, with 
a list of synonyms, then an e^lanation of eacht finally <doslng with 
a list of antonyms. The (flasslflcatlon is handy, but the lists are not 
exhaustive and the 120 page? of questions and examples are more or 
less a waste. ( I'unk & Wagualls Company, New York and ifondon; 
1906; 500 pages; tan cloth; textbook; |L60.) 

• A THESAURUS DICTIONARY OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE 

— Edited by Francis A. March. "Designed to suggest immediately 
any desired word needed to express exactly a giyen idea." The mala 
part of this admirable book, which fills 1,190 pages with two columns 

of t3'pe to the page, takes a word, define it and then runs a list of 
words suggested by the first wwd, with the meaning of each. The 
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aeoond part of tbe hocSt, whitdi takra up Our flnglisk l^peech, dlBCiUMMa 
thd origin of words, tli«!r history, roots. derlTations, forms, speUings 
and the like and preaonts lists of words used in business, legal terms. 

Christian names, the origin and significance of American sobriquets 
and simplified fipellings. The facts prlven here ^'ill prove of value some 
time to every writer, while the suggestion of synonyms is Invaluable 
aU the time. (Historical Publishing Ck>mpan7« Philadelphia; 1908;

THESAURUS OF ENGLISH WORDS AND PHRASES 

— By Peter M. Roget. "To assist in literary composition." The 
words for w hich syn<Miyms are to be found aro taken up and arranged 
by classes, not alphabetically — as, for example, Section 5; Number; 
(1) in the abstract; (2) numeration; (3) list; determinate number; 
(4) unity; accompaniment; duality* etc." All the synonyms are given 
that anybody eTer will need. A 300-page ready reference index in the 
back makps the classification easy to unravel. This is a needful book. 
(Thomas Y. Crowell & Company, New York; 1909; 700 pages; brown 
cloth; larger than textbook; $1.50. ) 

RHYMING DICTIONARY OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE 

— By J. Walker; revised and enlarged by J. Longmuir. The orlflp> 
inal author, -who published the book first in 1775, was sn actor and 
therefore dedicated the volume to David Churrick. A long explanatory 

preface by the second editor discusses verse and verse-forms. The 
single rhymes are given In a line, run together, with short definitions, 
ihe type is set one column to the page, and the pages are rule-bordered. 
The list of rhymes is not overly complete, but the book should be of 
some value to the veisifler "who has to compose in a hurry. There is 
an indi'x (George Routledge & Sons, Ltd., London; E. P. Dutton A 
Company, New York; no date; 720 pages; red cloth; large textbook;

AMERICAN SLANG DICTIONARY 

— By James Maitland. "Embodying all the American or iingiish 
slang phrases in current use^ wWy their derivation and philidogy." 
The dedication is "to the army of newspaper workers in whose ranks 
the writer is proud to be enrolled." The meaning of the slang words 
and phrases is explained briefly, and the derivation of each is indicated* 
as Am., Enp., Fr. and the like. The type is set one wide column to 
the page, with liberal margin. (Published for the author by B. J. 
Klttredge ft Company, Chicago; 1891; SOO pages; blue cloth; a bit 
larger than textbook, and flat) 

DICTIONARY OF AMBRIGANISMS 

— By John R. Bartlett. "A glossary of words and phrases usually 
regarded as peculiar to the United States." These indude: archaismst 
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olMototo Bnglldi words still retained in this eountry; words used In a 
dliterent sense here; words unehanged here, wbidb have changed In 

England; Bngllsli provincialisms adopted into ppnpral nsr hrre; newly 
coined words; words borrowed from European languages; Indian words; 
negroisms; peculiarities of pronunciatiou. The definitions are ade< 
qnate and rieh in illnstratlve excerpts, but the book is not up to date. 
There is a short list of national proverbs and similes. The type Is set 
one oolnnm to the page. (Little, Brown ft Company, Boston; 1889; 
800 pages; green doth, black leather back; larger than textbook; $4.) 

THE ENGLISH DIALECT DICTIONARY 

— EdltPd by Joseph Wright. In this 6-vohimp work, the editor 
attempts to define and explain all the dialect words in use then (1898) 
or the last 200 years. His definitions, covering the usages of England, 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales, are eommendably brief, with many ex- 
amples of the words used in sentences. The type is large and is set 
two columns to the paprf^ (G. P. Putnam's Sons, New York; 1898; 
3,500 pages: rebound in gray cloth; much larger than textbook; $90.) 

ETYMOLOGICAL DICTIONARY OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE 

— By the Rev. Walter W. Skeat. This book defines tbe English 
words briefly and then shows the related words in other languagetj. 
The lllustratlTe ^notations are sliwt The appendix has lists of 
preiixes, suffixes, homonyms, doublets and Indo-Germanlc roots and 
show? the di?tributIon of words according to the languages from which 
they are derived. While this book is not essential, it contains facta 
of interest to every writer and presents a study that cannot fail to 
be of Tslue In the enlttTatlon of stgrle^ (The Clarendon Prea^ Oxford; 
1910; 780 pages: brown doth; larger than textltook; $11.) 

FOLK BTTMOLOGT 

Bjr the Rev. A. Smythe Patmer. *'A dictionary Oi Terbal coT' 

ruptlons, or words perverted In form or meaning by false derivation 
or mistaken analog}." After an exhaustive introduction, this book 
plunges into its task of explaining the meaning of words that have 
"gone wrong" and of giving the real and supposed derlTations. Quota- 
tions illustrate many of the points. Corrections are listed in the ba<^ 
of the volume. The type is set two columns to the page, with the 
words to be defined arranged alphabetically, in capitals of the body 
type, not in blackface, making them a bit hard to find. This is a 
bookish book, extremely British. (George Bell & Sons, Loudon; 1882;

THB ENCYCLOPEDIA BRITANNICA 

—'Edited by Hugh Chlsholm. "A dictionary of arts, sciences,

long and formidable in prt^rtion. The articles, many of them signed. 
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are arranged under somewhat general headings and run longer than 
tluMM in the usual books of reference. The iUustrattoai «i Um, Mif 
mostly half-tone plates. The fftirly large type la good to look at, not 

eye-8tralning, and I3 set two columns to the page. The work is au- 
thoritative and British.

plates nnd tinted half tones Thn longer articles are signed. In 
general the descriptions do not run so long as those of the Britannica, 
being written rather from the American point of view. It is a good, 
handy, aeeurate, spaoeHMYing work. The type la eet two eolamns to 
the page. (Selentlfie American Compiling Department, New Tork; 
1912; twenty-two volumes, with pages not numbered; black cloth, leather 
imitation; larger than t^book, but not thick, being on India paper;

NEW INTERNATIONAL ENCYCLOPEDIA 

— Edited by Frank M. Colby and Talcott Williams. This work has 
been reriaed, the old SlhTOlnme edition of 1902*1904 betng made over 
into a iiM»re comprehenaiye edition, which takes seven Tolumes to get 

down to E. The articles, which have copious bibliographies, are not 
signed. There are frf»qiir>nt half-tone and color plates, with line cuts 
scattered among the readiug matter. The work is largely non-t< > hnica.1 
and thoroughly up to date. The type is set two columns to the page.

NELSON'S PERPETUAL LOOSE-LEAF ENCYCLOPEDIA 

— Edited by John H. Finley. "An intematinnal work of reference. 
Illustrated with colored plates, plans and engravings. Complete in 
twelve royal octavo ioose-leaf volumes." The feature of this particular 
encyclopedia is its extensibility, the loose-leaf arrangMnent allowing 
the addition of corrections without the remaking of the yolumes. Tlie 
articles are unsigned, brief and to the point, with bibliographies. The 
paper used is of such quality that the half-tones are printed with the 
reading matter; no inserts are necessary. There are, however, some 
plates and ingeniously unfolding plans. The type is set three colnmns 
to the page, with no rules. (Thomas Nelson ft Sons, New Tork; 1910, 
and later; 650 pages to the volume^ twelve volumes; green cloth, 
black leather back and corners; larger than textbook; illustrated;

WHO'S WHO 

— No authOT given. "An annual biographical dictionary, with 
Which is incorporated 'Men and Women of the Time.' " This is the 
sixty-seventh year of the book. Its nationality is not stated, but it is 
first and last a British publication. Among the 26,000 biographies of 
the 1916 edition, there are a few other than BritoBB» but they ree^Te 
little space. Included are a table of the royal family and a llat ot 
obituaries. (A. and C. Black, Ltd., London; the MacMlllrin Company, 
New York; 1915; 2i,376 i>ages; red cloth; textbook, but three inches 
thick; $4.) 

WHO'S WHO TN AMERICA 

— Edited by Albert N. Marquis. "A biographical dictionary of 
notable living men and womm of the United States." This imblicac 
tion was founded in 1899 and is revised and relsaned bl«nniall7. The 
1914-1915 volume "contains 2,920 pages and 21,459 sketches, of which 
4,426 appeared in no previous issue." It has two valuable statistical 
tabl^ regarding the education and professions of the persons listed, 
atoo where they were bom and at present rertde. Tlie sketdies are 
indued seoeraphically. (A. N. ICarauis A Company, Chicago; 1914; 
2,920 pages: red doth; textbook, three inches tliick; 

WOBCAN*S WHO'S WHO OF AMERICA 

— Edited by John W. Leonard. "A biographical dictionary of con- 
temporary women of the United States and Canada " The 1914-1915 
volume presents brief personal sketches of 9,644 women, of whom 
6,303 are, or have been, married and 3,341 are unwed. The pages are 
large, with smaU type. The index is by married names. (The Ameri- 
can Commonwealth Company, New York; 1914; 1,000 pagw; blue 
doth; much larger than textbook; |6.) 

THE INTERNATIONAL WHO'S WHO 

— Edited by H. L. Motter. This hook of bioe:raphy is an attempt 
to cover the world, but it lacks a great deal of satisfactory complete- 
ness. It gives, however, 12,000 sketches. The volume is sparsely illus- 
trated with portraits of the persons mentioned. (International Who's 
Who Publishing Company, New Ywk; 1911; 1,100 pages; bine doth; 
thick textbook; illustrated; 96.) 

THE NATIONAL CYCLOPEDIA OF AMERICAN BIOGRAPHY 

— No author given. "Being the history of the United States as 
illustrated in the lives of the foundf^ra, bnilders and defenders of the 
Republic, and o£ the men and women who are doing the work and 
molding the thoui^t of the present time." The arrangement is not 
alphabetical, being by interests, as the Revdutionary War, the Aboli- 
tion Movement and the like. Cuts of the persons and of scenes with 
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which they were connected stand alongside the biographies. Practically 
every article Is aceompanied by a pteture. The Oonspeetus (y<Aiinie 
Xin, 1906) is fUU of Taluable tables of dates and indexes. This work 

covers Americans and American history completely. It Is uniformly 
excellent. (James T. White & Company, New York; 1892-1906; four- 
teen volumes, of about 500 pages each; red cloth, red leather back and 
comers; larger than textbook; llliietrated; Toliiiiies $10.) 

DICTIONARY OF isATIONAL. BIOGRAPHY 

— ' Bdlted Iqr Leslie Steplieii. This Is a very large and pretentious 
work. The serenty-two Tolnmes— slzty-flye la tbe main part, six siip- 

plements and one index— arc f^nmpwliat confusingly arranged Pn'tish 
names only are griven. The artii 1 -s are fairly long and signed, with, 
references at the end. There are 177 contributors. Volume III of the 
seeond supplement, for examptet Issued by Smith, End«r ft Company of 
London In 1918. giyes the biographies of 657 noteworfby persons who 
died betwp n January i2, 1901, and December 31, 1911 The separate 
volume of iiifiexes serves only the first fourteen volumeR of the work; 
the others carry their o'^-n indexes. This is a monumental under- 
taking and covers its held Lhoroughly. (MacMillan & Company, New 
York; 1S86-1912; serenty-two Tolumes, of about 600 pages each; brown 
cloth; larger than textbook; volumes $4.^>) 

HEN OF AMERICA. 

— Edited by John W. Leonard. "A bic^aphteal dictionary of con- 
temporaries." The sketches in this book go more Into detail than 
moet others of the sort, and fairly large type is used: so the biog- 
raphies run only about two to the page. No women are listed, aud there 
is no index. (L. It Hamersly ft Company, New York; IMtt; 2,200 
pagw; blue doth, black leather back; larger than textbook.) 

MEN AND WOMEN OF AMERICA 

— No author given. "A biographical dicti(»ary of contemporaries.** 
This is a revision of "Men of America," cut down a bit and including 
women. There are between 5.000 and 7.000 sketches, not crammed 
at all. The illustrations are full-page half-tones of some of the more 
prominent personages. (L. R. Hamersly & Company, New York; 1910; 
1,600 pages; blue doth; larger than textbook; illustrated; |10.) 

FAMOUS WOMEN OF HISTORY 

— By Winiam H. Browne^ *X!ontaining nearly three thousand 

brief biographies and over one thousand female pseudonyms." Even 
some mythological characters are included in this women's Who's Who 
of all time. The biographies are rather brief, being in some cases only 
a line or twio. For some characters only the dates of birth and death 
are giyen. This hook would be valuable, howevw, for its taUe ot 
pseudonyms, if for nothing else.

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CANADIAN MEN AND WOMEN OF THS TIME 

— Edited by Henry J. Morgan. "A handbook of Canadian biog- 
raphy of living characters." This book contains 7,900 sketches of men 
and women living at that time (1912>, arranged alphabetically in the 
regular Wbo'a Who atyle. Apimided to some of the articles are news* 
paper Qaotattoos regarding the persons treated. The volume cloBes 
■with a unique section on the progress of events during printing. (Wil- 
liam BriggB, Toronto; 1912; X^OO pages; red cloth; thick textbook; 
$5.) 

WHO'S WHO IN THE PAR EAST 

— No author given. The 1906-1907 volume of this book contains 
ahottt 1.600 sketches of the Ures of the greater men in China, Japan, 
Indo-COiIna and the Bast Indies, brief and set In small type. (The 
China Mail. Hong Kong; 1906; 400 pages; Une doth; textbook; 21 
shillings.) 

THH ANGLO-AFRICAN WHO'S WHO 

— Edited by Lpo Welnthal. The 1910 volume is a dictionary of 
biographies, covering the field, including also lists of officers of the 
African governments and of the mine groups. The illustrations are 
cots of some of the persons mentltmed. (Charles Soribner's Sons, New 
York; Walter Judd. Ltd., London; 1910; 300 pages; red cloth; a square 
book, larger than textbook, but no thicker; illustrated; 7 shillings 
6 pence.) , 

DICTIONARY OF INDIAN BIOGRAPHY 

— By C. E. Buckland. This is a Who's Who of India, containing 
the names of Indians and Anglo-Indians who have distinguished them- 
selyes, arranged alphabetically. There are from three to seven biog- 
raphies to the page. There is a bibliography for further reference. 
(Swan Sonnenschein & Company, Ltd., London; 1905; 600 pages; blue 
cloth; textbook; 7 shillings 6 penco ) 

WHO'S WHO IN SCIl^NCE: INTERNATIONAL 

— Edited by H. H. Stephenson. The 1913 volume contains obitu- 
aries for 1912, lists of the world's universities and the world's societies, 
about 4,500 biographies, a supplementary list, a classified index, a list 
of books ree^ved and forms for recommendation. It covers the world 
but discusses only the "bigger" persons. The arrangement is alpha- 
betical, without division by countries. The Index classifies by coun- 
tries, under lines of work. The illustration is a frontispiece group 
of eminent scientists who have died daring the year. (J. and A. 
Camrefain, London; MacHlllan ft (Company, New York; 1914; 675 pages; 
red cloth; larger than textbook; illustrated; 18.26.) 

WHO'S WHO ON THE STAOB 

— Edited by Walter nrowno and E. de Roy Koch. "The dramatic 
reference book and bibliographical dictionary of the theater." The 
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1908 volume ot this book lists actors, actresses, mani^rs and play- 
wrights of tbe Amflrlcan itase. Tbere are ateut 900 aketdiM. Tb« 
lUustratlons aro page half-tones of the more pranlnent persons. (B. W.
